You are hereby notified to meet for the 1978 Annual 
Meeting of the Town of Canterbury to be held in two 
sessions, as follows: 


FIRST SESSION 


The FIRST SESSION shall be held at the Town Hall, 
in said Canterbury on Tuesday, the 14th day of March 
next, between the hours of 10:00 A.M. o’clock and 7:00 
P.M. o’clock in the evening, to act upon the following: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing, by ballot. 


SECOND SESSION 


The SECOND SESSION shall be held at the Canterbury 
Elementary School on Friday the 17th day of March next 
at 7:00 P.M. o’clock in the evening to act upon the follow- 
ing Articles in the Warrant: 


2. To raise such money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions for the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to borrow money, in anticipation of the col- 
lection of taxes, for the current municipal year, and to 
issue, in the name of and on the credit of the Town, nego- 
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tiable notes therefor, said notes to be repaid during the 
current municipal year. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $5,500. 
for a new Police Cruiser for the Police Department and 
authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for this 
purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
under the provision of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972. 


d. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $2,017. 
for new equipment for the Canterbury Volunteer Fire 
Department and authorize the withdrawal of the amount 
required for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund established under the provision of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to release $6,000. plus 
interest from the Capital Reserve Fund established for 
a Fire Truck and vote to raise and appropriate an addi- 
tional sum of not more than $39,500. by issuance of notes 
to be repaid over a period of not more than five years, to 
be used for the purchase of a Fire Truck. 


7. To see whether the Town will vote to place a tem- 
porary moratorium on further subdivisions of any prop- 
erty in the Town pending a comprehensive study of the 
impact of the recent growth rate on the Town and the 
establishment of a plan to control the future growth of 
the Town. The temporary moratorium established by this 
Article may be removed by vote of the Town at any 
special Town Meeting prior to the next regularly sched- 
uled Town Meeting and shall, in the event that no special 
Town Meeting is called, expire at the next regular Town 
Meeting. A Planning Committee is established whose 
members shall be appointed by the Chairman of the Plan- 
ning Board. The Planning Committee shall study the 
current zoning and subdivision regulations with a view 
towards desirable modifications thereto; the impact on 
the Town of the present and projected growth rate; the 
impact of this growth rate on the schools, police and fire 
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protection, other town services and the real estate tax 
rate; the desirability of maintaining agricultural land 
and other open spaces; and other matter relating thereto 
and shall formulate a new plan for the growth of the 
Town. The Committee members shall serve without com- 
pensation. The Town appropriates $1,000. for the neces- 
sary expenses incurred by the Planning Committee for 
postage, supplies, duplication, printing and other costs 
incurred in the formulation of a new town growth plan. 
(By Petition) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $6,000. 
for the Incinerator and authorize the withdrawal of this 
amount for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund 
established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972. This is a correction of Articie 
#8 in the 1977 Warrant. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $1,350. 
for repairing the Elkins Public Library and authorize the 
withdrawal of the amount required for these purposes 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $1,500. 
for a new crusher for the Town Dump and authorize the 
withdrawal of this amount for this purpose from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions 
of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $7,000. 
for the first phase of the Town Tax Maps to be offset by

Priscilla Lockwood moved the budget be taken up item 
by item. Seconded by R. Lockwood. Motion passed. 


Tom Geno moved to decrease the Police Budget by 
$5,000. Seconded by L. Patsfield. Robert Lockwood 
moved the amendment be layed on the table until Roy 
Gline’s arrival. Seconded by W. Wingate. Motion was 
accepted. 


The original motion was defeated. 


Tom Geno moved to amend dog damage costs be cut in 
half. Seconded by R. Pannell. Motion was defeated. 


Ken Bouchard moved to amend the Civil Defense 
appropriations be removed from the budget. Seconded 
by P. Lockwood. Motion and the second were withdrawn. 


R. Colby moved that the item on the Town Dump be 
tabled. Seconded by J. Hollis. Motion passed. 


Motion made by T. Geno that Solid Waste be deleted 
from the budget. Seconded by L. Patsfield. Motion de- 
feated. B. Messer moved that this item be tabled until 
the appropriate article in the warrant. Seconded by T. 
Geno. Motion passed. 


M. Williams moved the Library Budget be amended 
to $4,224.00. Seconded by A. Albert. Motion was de- 
feated. 
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M. E. Fifield moved that the Old Age Assistance be 
amended to $4,000 from $2,000. Seconded by R. Cush- 
man. Motion passed. 


R. Cushman moved that $421.32 for the Community 
Action Program be included in the budget. Seconded by 
S. Guertin. Motions on this amendment were withdrawn. 


R. Cushman moved that $463.45 for the Community 
Action Program be included in the budget. Seconded by 
P. Gladu. Motion passed. 


T. Geno moved to cut the Legal Budget in half. Sec- 
onded by G. Gordon. Motions were withdrawn. 


P. Lockwood moved the Police Budget be taken up. 
Seconded by K. Bouchard. Motion passed. 


The motion to amend the Police Budget by a reduction 
of $5,000 which had been tabled was acted upon. The 
motion was defeated. 


K. Bouchard moved that funds left in the 1977 Police 
Budget be turned over to an Equipment Reserve Fund. 
L. Patsfield seconded the motion. 


An amendment to this was made by L. Booth that the 
amount would not exceed $2,000. Seconded by R. Lee. 
Both the motion and the second were withdrawn. 


The original motion passed. 


K. Bouchard moved that Article 2 be passed as 
amended. Seconded by K. Cushman. Motion passed. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to borrow money, in anticipation of the 
collection of taxes, for the current municipal year, and 
to issue, in the name of and on the credit of the Town, 
negotiable notes therefor, said notes to be repaid during 
the current municipal year. 


Phil Cochrane moved its adoption. Seconded by Doug 
Ruesswick. Motion passed. 
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4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $1,850 
for new equipment for the Canterbury Volunteer Fire 
Department and authorize the withdrawal of the amount 
required for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


Charles Dean moved its adoption. Motion was seconded 
by Philip Rollins. Motion passed. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to increase the appro- 
priation from $2,000 to $4,000 to be put in the Capital 
Reserve Fund toward the purchase of a new fire truck, 
or act in relation thereto.

6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $500 to 
repair the 1951 Chevrolet forestry truck and authorize 
the withdrawal of the amount required from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State Local Assistance Act of 1972.

7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt an Official 
Town Seal based on the Canterbury Volunteer Fire De- 
partment Seal as painted by Sister Helena Sarle and 
adapted to provide ease of reproduction. (By Petition) 


This article was moved by Philip Cochrane. Seconded 
by Robert Fife. Motion passed unanimously. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to establish an incineration facility pursuant 
to the laws and regulations relating to solid waste dis- 
posal at the “existing Canterbury dump site” and to raise 
and appropriate not more than $40,500 for closing of 
the existing dump: site aquisition; site preparation; build-

ing; and engineering, design and related expenses, and 
authorize the withdrawal of $6,000 of these monies from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provi- 
sions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


Tom Geno moved the article be accepted. Seconded by 
Gordon Jackson. 


Ray Cushman moved to amend the $40,500 be changed 
to $24,000 and to be financed over ten years of equal 
payment notes at a rate not to exceed 6%. Seconded by 
Robert Boyd. Amendment to the motion passed. 


Motion passed unanimously. 


9. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Se- 
lectmen to establish an incineration facility pursuant to 
the laws and regulations relating to solid waste disposal 
at the “Canterbury Industrial Site” and to raise and 
appropriate $43,000 for closing of the “existing dump 
site’: site preparation; building; and engineering, design 
and related expense to increase the annual ‘Town 
Dump” operating budget $870.00 (not included in the 
$43,000 total for this warrant), and authorize the with- 
drawal of $6,000 of these monies from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


Robert Lockwood moved to postpone this article. Sec- 
onded by Paul Light. Motion passed. 


10. To allow the Selectmen to enter an agreement with 
any other town(s) to use the Canterbury dump facilities. 
An agreement shall not increase the expenses of the 
Town Dump to Canterbury or increase development costs 
to the Town. All costs will be on a per capita basis with 
the town(s) involved. Any surplus monies will become 
the sole funds of the Town of Canterbury and will be- 
come general fund monies. 


Richard Stevens moved the acceptance of this article. 
Seconded by Arthur Hudson. 
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Ray Cushman moved to amend the article to include 
that any such agreement would be finalized by a vote of 
a Town Meeting. Seconded by Tom Geno. Amendment 
passed. 


Ken Bouchard moved to strike out “‘all costs will be on 
a per capita basis with the town(s) involved.” Seconded 
by Robert Boyd. Amendment passed. 


The original motion passed. 


11. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Se- 
lectmen to establish a committee to study the possibility 
of a change in Police protection for Canterbury. 


Robert Lockwood moved its adoption. Priscilla Lock- 
wood seconded. 


Mary Ellen Fifield moved to amend the article to read 
appointed by the Selectmen. Seconded by Ted Gladu. 
Motion ‘and second were withdrawn. 


Motion passed. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50,000 for the purchase of the Frank 
Kimball Pond Land consisting of 97 acres, more or less, 
with the sum of $3,200 to be raised by taxation, $3,500 
to be transferred from the Conservation Fund, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to issue serial notes for the re- 
mainder over a four year term at an interest rate not to 
exceed five percent. And further to see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply, negotiate and 
do all other things necessary to obtain such Federal 
Assistance as may be available to the Town for the pur- 
chase of said Kimball property. 


Wilbur Thompson moved its adoption. Seconded by 
Ted Gladu. 


Robert Scarponi moved to amend the article to change 
the payment period from four to six years. Seconded by 
Robert Fife. Amendment passed. 
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After considerable debate the question was moved 
and duly seconded. A two-thirds vote was obtained to 
stop further debate. 


Article 12 as amended was defeated by a written ballot. 
Vote of Yes 53 — No 37. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,300 for the purchase of a new sander 
body for the Highway Department. 


Robert Lockwood moved the article. Seconded by Ted 
Gladu. 


Priscilla Lockwood moved to amend the $5,300 to 
$3,800. Seconded by Doug Ruesswick. Amendment was 
accepted. 


Motion passed. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500 to share in the support of the 
services of the Penacook Rescue Squad. 


Paul Light moved the article be accepted as read. Sec- 
onded by Jan Boyd. Motion passed. 


15. To see if the Town would agree to change the 
second session of the Town Meeting from Saturday to 
Friday evening. 


Nancy Lilly moved its adoption. Seconded by Kay 
Cushman. 


Ray Cushman moved to amend this to Tuesday eve- 
ning. Seconded by Arthur Hudson. Amendment was de- 
feated. 


Article 15 passed as read. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $650 
for renovating and repairing Town owned buildings and 
authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for 
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these purposes from the Revenue Sharing Fund estab- 
lished under the provisions of the State and Local Assis- 
tance Act of 1972. 


Everand Young moved the adoption of this article. Sec- 
onded by Hank Dougherty. Motion passed. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen 
to accept any available Federal or State Funds and 
Grants the Town may be eligible to receive. 


Robert Lockwood moved its adoption. Seconded by 
Sabin Guertin. Motion passed. 


18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 


A resolution made by Ken Bouchard that the Board

The Canterbury Fair again has had a successful year 
and the proceeds were divided by the fair Board of 
Directors with half the proceeds to go to the Canterbury 
Fund. 


The Board of Trustees of the Canterbury Fund, after 
a hearing and several meetings, amended the Canterbury 
Fund to make the following changes:

(3) Change the name to “Loan and Grant Committee’”’ 
and increase membership to seven with new members 
coming from (1) one from the Ladies Benevolent Society 
and (2) one from the trustees of the Elkins Fund. 


The total amount available for grants for community 
projects in any year shall not be more than one-half of 
the interest and dividends earned by the principal in the 
previous year, plus not more than half of the Canterbury 
Fair proceeds in excess of $4,000 from the previous year.

He 
worked very well in our program, and we appreciated his 
help. 


Town growth and people’s interests change as time 
goes on and this holds true in Canterbury as in many 
towns.

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REPORT OF THE CANTERBURY 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The number of calls that the Canterbury Volunteer 
Fire Department responded to in 1977 stayed pretty 
much in line with the number of calls in 1976, with 81 — 
20 medical emergency calls, 13 grass and brush, 10 mu- 
tual aid runs, 7 chimney fire calls, 7 service calls, 6 auto- 
mobile accidents, 6 smoke investigations, 4 structural 
fires, 4 automobile fires, and 4 calls to the Canterbury 
Dump. 


In conjunction with the medical calls, the Penacook 
Rescue Squad transported 23 people to area hospitals. 


At this time we are very fortunate to have two regis- 
tered EMT’s (Emergency Medical Technician) in the 
Department and a third will be completing his schooling 
within the next 3 - 4 weeks. 


This year at town meeting the Canterbury Volunteer 
Fire Department will be asking the taxpayers of Canter- 
bury to appropriate a sum of money to acquire a much 
needed piece of fire apparatus. Precise facts and figures 
will be made available to all residents before town meet- 
ing. 


Canterbury Volunteer Fire Department also made 8 
wood stove installation inspections which we are very 
pleased and anxious to do. 


The Canterbury Volunteer Fire Department members 
are putting in numerous hours of training sessions and 
meetings so we can insure continuing protection for the 
people and properties of Canterbury.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state 
and town/city responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State 
Forester) appoints a forest fire warden and several dep- 
uty forest fire wardens in each town/city upon the recom- 
mendation of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest 
fire prevention and suppression activities in his town. He 
regulates the kindling of outside fires when the ground 
is not covered with snow by the issuance of written per- 
mits only when conditions are safe. He is responsible for 
suppression with the town/city and state sharing the 
cost. Suppression costs in excess of % of 1% of the 
assessed valuation of the town are assumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire organiza- 
tion and helps coordinate activities between towns/ cities. 
The state also supports local forces with backup person- 
nel, equipment, and supplies for suppression and pre- 
vention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started 
in 1893, works well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one 
of the smallest acreage losses due to forest fires in the 
United States for the past 25 years.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Approximately one year ago the town elected its Plan- 
ning Board for the first time. Because of the lack of ex- 
perience on the Board a considerable amount of research 
was done by the Board on the documents under which we 
would function. This research included considerable 
study of the Plan for Tomorrow, which was developed 
approximately seven years ago, and the zoning and sub- 
division regulations. The Board also divided at that time 
to process all requests for subdivision in a timely manner 
while attempting to preserve the best interests of the 
town. 


In a very short time it became evident to the Board 
that one provision of the subdivision regulations allowed 
for almost unlimited subdivision within the town with a 
minimum of protection for the town. After some time the 
Board had the article changed and now two lot sub- 
divisions require the same handling as any other sub- 
division. This solved one problem but did not solve the 
basic dilemma the Board found itself in, which was what 
it felt were the inconsistencies between the Plan for 
Tomorrow, which is basically goals and a long range 
approach of growth for the town, and the tools for its 
implementation — namely, the zoning and subdivision 
regulations. 


It. was decided to hold a public meeting and discuss 
with the taxpayers their feelings about growth, etc. Un- 
fortunately the weather held down to some extent the 
number of citizens but nevertheless, we felt it was a 
worthwhile meeting. Based on input from the meeting 
and our own feelings, it was decided by the Board that 
the Plan for Tomorrow should be reviewed, along with 
the zoning and subdivision regulations, with the idea of 
creating a uniform package. 
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It was felt that some sort of limit should be placed on 
growth while this review and update was in progress. 
After considerable discussion by the Board, and after 
consulting with Town council, it was decided to bring to 
the voters the article listed below. The Board feels this 
article will put adequate controls on growth for a rela- 
tively short period of time without being a major incon- 
venience to too many people in Town. 


We urge you to vote for the below listed article: 


WHEREAS, The Town of Canterbury is presently 
faced with mounting pressures for development of avail- 
able land for residential construction; 


AND, WHEREAS, the Town wishes to promote health, 
safety and general welfare by regulating its growth rate 
in accordance with the ability of the Town and its tax- 
payers to provide transportation, schools, police and fire 
protection and other services, and to prevent overcrowd- 
ing of land and undue concentration of population; 


AND, WHEREAS, the Planning Board has undertaken 
to update the Town’s comprehensive plan, known as The 
Plan For Tomorrow, to meet this situation. 


The Planning Board recommends the adoption of the 
following article to be inserted as part of the Town Zon- 
ing Ordinance: 


The number of residential building permits for the 
construction of new homes which may be issued from 
the adoption of this amendment until the 1979 annual 
town meeting shall be seventeen (17). No more than one 
permit per record holder shall be issued during the year 
unless the total number of permits to be issued shall not 
have been issued by September 1, 1978, in which case a 
second permit (but in no event more than two) shall be 
issued. Permits shall be issued in the order of original 
application to the Selectmen. “Record holder” shall mean 
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the owner(s) of land in Canterbury on record at the Mer- 
rimack County Registry of Deeds on the date of adoption 
of this amendment. A building permit may be transferred 
with the sale of land. Land owned in joint tenancy or as 
tenants in common shall not entitle the owners to more 
than the number of permits which would be available if 
the land were owned by one individual. No person, cor- 
poration, partnership or other entity shall directly or 
indirectly be a record holder of more than one parcel of 
land for purposes of issuing permits. 
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REPORT OF THE CENTRAL NEW HAMPSHIRE 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


At the end of 1977 and seven years of operation the 
Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission 
has been involved in a multitude of studies, both of a 
regional nature as well as those of purely local interest. 


Current studies include the researching of and prepa- 
ration of a series of model ordinances which should 
prove useful to those communities wishing to use them. 


The Commission is most grateful to the Canterbury 
Planning Board for its time and assistance in reviewing 
the draft of the Regional Land Use study. Such inter- 
play is extremely useful and meaningful in developing 
more concise regional studies. 


The Commission has also been pleased to be of assis- 
tance to the Planning Board in terms of subdivision re- 
view and ordinance research and review. 


In addition, the Commission was pleased to host a 
series of six legal seminars again this fall which were 
well received and attended by members of local boards 
and citizen groups. We trust they proved useful to all 
participants. 


The Commission hopes to be able to continue to serve 
the needs of its member communities in future years and 
appreciates the past support of its activities by the Town 
of Canterbury.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT, 1977 


Your Conservation Commission continued its efforts 
to acquire Kimball Pond as a Natural Area for both 
educational and recreational use by the residents of 
Canterbury. The warrant article to approve the purchase 
of Kimball Pond and adjacent land, and the issuance of 
notes to pay for the property received six votes less than 
the two thirds needed for approval and was defeated. 
Due to the closeness of the vote and the probability that 
the Kimball Pond property would be offered for sale, 
your Commission explored the possibility of requesting 
a special town meeting to reconsider the purchase of the 
property. Due to legal restrictions on calling a special 
meeting, this proposition was given up. The property has 
since been sold. 


We are continuing the study of areas of natural in- 
terest in Canterbury and expect to publish a booklet with 
information on these special areas in 1978. A grant of 
$300. has been awarded by the Trustees of the Canter- 
bury Fund to assist in the publication of this booklet.

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REPORT OF THE CONCORD REGIONAL 
VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION — 1977 


The calls for service from the Concord Regional Visit- 
ing Nurse Association continue to increase each year. In 
1977 there were 518 home visits made; 177 by the Home 
Maker Aide, 208 by the Visiting Nurse and 13 by con- 
sultants. The total visits made were nearly double the 
visits made in 1976. 


Services provided are: 


Home Maker Health Aide — to assist when the 
homemaker is unable to perform the homemaking tasks. 


Professional Nursing Care — when hospital admis- 
sion is not required but nursing service is essential for 
the patients well being. 


Family Planning — birth control counseling etc. 


Pre-school Health — well baby clinics and disease 
prevention 


Day Care health Program thru licensed day care 
centers 


Consulting Service in Nutrition, Physical Therapy, 
Speech Therapy and Mental Health. 


The services are provided on a sliding fee scale based 
on the ability to pay. No one is denied the services be- 
cause of inability to pay. Patients may be recommended 
by a doctor, relative or a friend; or you may call the local 
representative. A slide presentation showing the CRVNA 
In Action is available for showing to any group interested 
in using it for a program.

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TOWN DUMP COMMITTEE REPORT

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Moore - McCrillis Tavern 

The Moore-MCrillis Tavern was probably one of the 
best known taverns in Canterbury. Built about 1747 
by Samuel Moore, son of John Moore an original 
grantee, it remained in the family until sold by 
descendant Elizabeth Dodge in 1972. At one time 
there were fourteen buildings making up the Tavern 
complex. Family succession was Moore, McCrillis, 
Blanchard, Sterns and Dodge. The “Tavern” is now 
the home of Joseph and Toni Halla. 


Mason Place 

John Whidden was the first recorded owner of the 
Mason Place, probably built just prior to 1800. A 
portion of the house was at one time a second 
dwelling on the original Whidden homestead on 
Foster Road where the Lacoy’s now reside. Pur- 
chased by True Mason in 1836 it remained in the 
Mason family until after the death of Lowell Mason 
& was purchased as a summer home by Augustine 
Whalen after World War II. The shop across the 
road was used for the manufacture of scythe sticks, 
an invention of the Mason family. Boasting one of 
the most pleasing views among the many in 
Canterbury, the State House dome is visible from 
this location. 


Giles Residence 

The first owner listed in Lyford’s History is Stewart 
Noyes, Grandfather of the late Ralph Noyes. Mr. 
Noyes carried the Mail from the Canterbury Depot 
to the Center and Shaker Post Offices. Other owners 
have been Shep Phillips, Mrs. John Carter, Almond 
Small, Orville Fife (also a mail carrier), Eugene 
LaBeau and the present owners Gerald and Bertha 
Giles. Although the dwelling has changed hands 
frequently the outward appearance has changed 
little except for the removal of the porch. Pictured 
here is Alla Carter a popular resident of the area in 
the early 1900's. 


“The Old Dark House”’ 

The Old Dark House as it is referred to in Howard 
P. Moore's History of The Descendant’s of Ensign 
John Moore, was the home of William Moore, son of 
John one of the original grantees of Canterbury. 
One of the first school buildings was built near this 
site. Prior to the building of the school a room in 
this house was used for school purposes. The room 
so used was reportedly close to the pig pen and 
recitations were frequently interrupted by the 
squealing of the pigs. The Moore families populated 
the area and at one time there were 102 pupils 
registered at the school during a single year. 
Recently known as the Fifield place it is now the 
home of the Douglas Richards family. 
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
